The nominees for this dubious 
nour are mega-popular author 
ichael Crichton, mega-loud radio 
ersonality Rush Limbaugh, and 
mega-persistent scientist Dr. S. Fred 
Singer. Crichton’s new novel, State 
Fear, poses the idea that global 
arming is not as dangerous as the 
edia makes it out to be, and goes 
o far as to blame environmental 
tivists for whipping up a “state of 
ar’; Rush Limbaugh has long 
spoused his belief that global 
arming is a left-wing hoax; and 
imospheric physicist Fred Singer 
been trying to debunk warnings 
t global Wi ing almost since 
ey began in the late 1970s. 

(As an aside, this author favours 
e of the term “global warming” to 
e fentify the increase in jouse 
ases in the last half-century and the 
fect it has on the Earth’s climate,

Middlebury College senior John 
Hanley, one of three students who 
worked on the project, said reaction 
to the award has been positive. 
“People think it’s a good idea,” he 
said. “They like the idea that we're 
going on the offensive instead of sit- 
ting back on the.defensive against 
these people.” 

Eben Goodstein, executive direc- 
tor of Green House Network, said 
the movement needs to drown out 


the right-wing noise machine and its 
endless trumpeting of Flat Earth 
theories and cries of “junk science” 
toward all evidence proving global 
warming. 

“In the last 20 years, there’s been 
a massive, international scientific 
undertaking about global warm- 
ing,” Goodstein said. This research 
“has developed an impressive 
understanding of the problem, and 
it’s ruled out all the other things that 
might be causing global warming, 
leaving human activity as the pri- 
mary cause.”

Emily Pohl-Weary first novel crackles with pop 


already set her sights on writing a 
mystery novel, releasing a four-part 
comic book series on two girl 
pirates, and researching a non-fic- 
tion book about the disposable 
nature of art. 


What was the big inspiration for 
writing A Girl Like Sugar? 

The story of Sugar Jones parallels 
the story of many girls at around the 
age of 22. A lot of girls have to fig- 
ure out who they are. In the case of 
Sugar Jones, she defines herself in 
part by the people around her, and 
so for the first time she’s gotta stand 
back and think about who she really 
is and what she wants to do with 
herself. I think that’s a common 
path that most of us have to take. So, 
the character of the ghost in some 
ways signifies fear and the expecta- 
tions that other people have. 


Describe the impact that pop cul- 
ture has had on your life. 

It’s interesting because I grew up 
reading a lot of genre fiction. My 
grandparents were both science fic- 
tion writers. I escaped into genre fic- 
tion, pop culture, things that are 
considered fluff, not literary epic 
downers. [Laughs] It allows you as 
a writer to not be as self-conscious 
and to not be as stilted. When you 
have the pressure to create some- 
thing like a literary opus or a defin- 
ing Canadian novel, what comes 
out is a lot different than if you're 
simply enjoying the process of writ- 
ing. : 


Is there such a thing as too much 
escapism? 

Yes, | think particularly at the 
beginning of the book. As you read 
the book you'll see that [Sugar] 
becomes less and less focused on 
watching TV. It’s almost like a seda- 
tive for her. I definitely get that feel- 
ing sometimes when I’m watching 
TV, and I just get sucked in. 
Suddenly it’s four hours later, and 
I'm like, ‘Oh wow, I really didn’t 
want to do that work tonight!’ I 
think that escapist TV, movies, and 
even songs in some cases... it can 
just take us out of where we are. We 
all need that sometimes, but on the 
other hand, it can also be a crutch. 


What would you say A Girl Like 
Sugar represents about modern 
women in long-term relationships? 
I don’t think that the whole roman- 
tic myth that a lot of women read in 
romance novels or even romantic 
comedies is real. You're not gonna 
be suddenly dumbstruck by one 
guy and only one guy alone, and 
your whole world will revolve 
around him. | think that what Sugar 
is showing is that the most impor- 
tant thing is that you have to stand 
on your own two feet and at that 
point you can be part of a couple.

Luppino admits to a fondness for 
the way movie sets are lit. “There's 
something about film lighting,” he 
says, “that you don’t get from 
strobes.

“1 prefer tungsten.” 

The warmest, most engaging pho- 
tos are the ones where the subjects 
are not characters, but rather just 
people working together to create a 
film: a grip languidly stretching and 
smoking as some sort of production 
discussion swirls nearby, two actors 
in between takes hanging out and 
being themselves, an eagle handler 
tending to his feathered film star. 
Luppino is enamoured with the 
camaraderie of moviemaking and 
nails the on-location life, that unique 
mixture of collaboration, anxiety, 
and purpose that haunts film sets. 

The artist also haunted the sets. 
Familiar with the production 

he got his shots by hovering 
watchfully near potential moments, 
camera ready. 

“You can’t shadow an eagle with 
an eight-foot webspan,” he laughs, 
“you just have to wait for the shot.”

PORN IN THE CRADLE OF THE BLUES, 
‘Clarksdale Mississippi, 74 years ago, 
Jke Turner learned piano at the feet 
of the legendary Pinetop Perkins 
and started leading his own bands 
while still in his teens. He’s widely 
recognized as the “Father of Rock ‘n’ 
Roll” for his song “Rocket 88.” And, 
for over 50 years, he’s worked as 
everything from talent scout (bring- 
ing Howlin’ Wolf to the attention of 
Sam Phillips at Sun Records) to pro- 
ducer to performer to recording 
artist to songwriter. He’s got numer- 
‘ous Grammy and W.C, Handy nom- 
nations and awards, has recorded 
jiterally hundreds of songs, and had 
fistful of #1 hits. He published his 
tobiography in 1998 and was 
inducted into the Rock and Roll Hall 
of Fame in 1990. You'd think that 
ter five decades in the business 
he'd be ready to retire, but that word 
doesn’t appear to be in the man’s 
ocabulary. 
“I'm just doing what I love to do”, 
s Turner on the phone from his 
me in California, “I’ve been doing 
s so long that don’t even think 
about stopping.” Take for example 
the situation of five months ago 
hen three of the nine’players in his 
touring band fell ill. “I didn’t even 
ve ita thought,” says Turner, “I 
ound new players on a day’s notice 
id rehearsed them through the 31 
ing set so that they were ready to 
go the next night.

Over the years he’s witnessed 
ome huge changes in the way 
ic is made. “The biggest thing 
br me as a recording artist has been 
























copying the old masters... B.B., 
Freddie King, Little Walter, and 
Muddy Waters. Secondly, in my day 
there were people who were avid — 
promoters of the music. People like 
[Atlantic Records’] Jerry Wexler and 
Ahmet Ertegun, [Chess Records’ ] 
Leonard Chess and [Sun Records’] 
Sam Phillips were out there and had 
DJs all over the country playing the 
music. They had the vision to expose 
and promote the music, and now 
that those people aren’t working 
anymore, it just isn’t happening, 
[Alligator Records owner] Bruce 
Iglauer is just one person, he can’t do 
it all by himself.” 

On the state of live music, Turner 
is just as vocal. “I’m pretty much dis- 
gusted with the state of live music 
these days. There are no live bands, 
maybe a place hires bands for a 
weekend, but just take a drive down 
La Cienaga here in LA, and you'll 
see nothing but DJs working. Club 
owners don’t want to hire real 
bands; they think that having a juke- 
box playing in someone’s ear is the 
same as having live music. When 
they do hire a band, they want a trio 
instead of a quintet.” 


LEAVING A LEGACY 

Turner has also been hard at work 
on what he feels may be his swan 
song in recording, “I’m putting 
together a four disc set”, he says, 
“I’m not sure what I'll call it but it’s 
going to have everything on it— 
blues, soul, rock—it’s all there, and 
there're no throwaways. I put a lot 
of my heart and soul into it, and I 
should have it finished in the next 
couple of months. The music is 
done, I’m just working on adding a 
few vocals.” 

Last time through town, Turner 
headlined Edmonton’s Labatt Blues 
Festival in the summer of 2002 with 
his nine-piece band. They provided 
the crowd with a performance that 
was crisp, rehearsed, had energy 
and flow, and real showmanship. 
That band is still together and will 
be working three dates in Alberta,

THE RELEASE OF V/O, LIMBLIFTER RETURNS 
after a brief hiatus of sorts, and as front- 
an Ryan Dahle explains, the time off 
wasn't exactly an issue of writer's block. 

“had this record pretty much ready 
io go in 2002, but Universal wouldn't 
elease it. So, | had to release it on my 
‘own, you know, financially. | had to fund 
the whole thing.” Not an easy task, but 
following as it did on the heels of anoth- 
er adversity, Dahle was able to take it in 
stride. 

2001 saw the departure of long-time 
drummer and brother Kurt Dahle (“I'd 
been playing with him since | was a wee 
‘d"), and Dahle was left with the task of 
overhauling his songwriting process.

It 
jade me create different kinds of 
songs.” 

The result is a:stripped down affair, 
quite different from the demo recordings 
or /O. But as he explains, “There was 
ist no way We Were going to pull off 


what the demos were like; they were just 
SO intricate and crazy.” 

Dahle brought the band into The 
Factory studios for the full analogue 
treatment. “Everything that you hear on 
the record—in so far as the bass, 
drums, and two guitars—is live to two- 
inch tape, which is pretty rare nowadays. 
We didn’t want to edit anything, 
[because] the sound of two-inch tape 
and a live band is just amazing. It gives it 
mofe of a fingerprint.” 

With the wheels finally in motion, 
what does the future hold for Limblifter? 
“The floodgates are open for sure. | just 
had such a buildup of creativity and will- 
ingness to go out and play that we feel 
on fire a little bit. The chemistry within 
the band seems to be stronger and 
stronger, what we're building together, 
So it’s cool. The people I’m involved with 
seem really inspired by the music, which 
isn’t easy to find. It's a very good time 
right now.”

house band. His focus as owner is to 
make sure the room survives, and that 
means he has to sell food and drink. 
We're booking about three months in 
advance, and we're just going to see 
how it goes.”

Their Celtic sound is left to weave 
itself throughout the compositions 
rather than taking shape front and cen- 
tre, but that is trademark of the Frames: 
everything is done subtly and delicately, 
leaving the songs to win you over slowly 
and coyly with their elegance and whim- 
sy, tugging ever so persistently at the 
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heartstrings. Glen Hanson's rather 
ragged, drunken-style vocals pair nicely 
with the exquisite gentleness of the 
strings section, lifted in particular by the 
bare-bones violin. What the Frames do 
best on this record is to overlap and 
interweave a classical folk approach to 
strings with modem percussion sounds: 
this is especially true of “Trying,” a truly 
beautiful composition that delivers a 
great deal of emotional violence, while 
remaining elegant and delicate. There is 
something very straight-from-the-heart 
about this record that never lapses into 
maudlin indulgence and for that, it 
deserves your whole-hearted attention.

WHETHER HE WAS PLAYING WITH HIS SEMINAL 
indie-rock band Sebadoh or the groove- 
based Folk Implosion, Lou Barlow has- 
spent more than his share of time in the 
recording studio. But when it came to 
archiving his solo material, home record- 
ing was the name of the game. From a 
series of cassettes on the Shrimper label 
to the hiss-heavy masterworks created 
under the Sentridoh moniker, Barlow has 
made lo-fi an aesthetic rather than just a 
low-budget recording choice. 

With his latest, Emoh (spell it back- 
wards), Barlow does spend half the time 
at home, but he shrugs off his lo-fi 
recording roots by tracking and mixing in 
six different studios. Despite the nomadic 
production regime, the album doesn't 
sound as fractured as you might expect. 
Barlow is often in the same territory he 
explored with his other bands, although 
with Sebadoh’s Jason Loewenstein only 
turning up for two tracks, the sound is 
much less rugged. Barely amplified, 
Barlow's broken-hearted lyrics and vocal 
melodies come to the forefront—Emoh 
showcases his ability to probe the dark 
side and still sound sweet. “Caterpillar 
Girl” sounds like a Folk Implosion B-side 
without the heavy beats, but it comes off 
just as strong as anything Barlow has 
ever committed to tape. The only misstep

GIVEN THE BUSH ADMINISTRATION'S 
propensity for stage-managed media 
events itisulated from the taint of 
dissenting opinion (the inaugural 
bacchanal), unilateral decision-mak- 
ing (Iraq), unabashed propagandiz- 
ing (pay-for-play commentator 
Armstrong Williams, et al), and cor- 
porate-governme ntal soixante-neuf 
that’s driven everything from tax 
cuts for the rich to the gutting of 
environmental regulations, you 
could safely infer that the President 
of the Free World is most comfort- 
able surrounded by people who tell 
him what a brilliant statesman he is. 

If only Dubya knew more Yes 
Men like Michael Bonanno and 
Andy BichIbaum. Unlike a lot of 
activists who decry the horrible con- 
sequences of policies touted by the 
World Trade Organization and the 
White House, Bonanno and 
BichIbaum draw attention to the 
tragedy of global policies that create 
poverty, pollution and myriad suf- 
fering by taking those policies to 
satirical but somehow logical 
extremes. Then, posing as members 
of the organizations they oppose, 
they attempt to provoke outrage by 
airing these positions in a public 
forum. 

It all started when Bonanno and 
BichIbaum, a pair of American 
activists, put up a website in 1999 
called gatt.org to parody the global 
trade policies that often protract the 
economic agony of underdeveloped 
countries for the benefit of the First 
World. Suddenly they found them- 
selves fielding serious inquiries 
about world economic policy and 
getting invitations to represent the 
WTO, which they happily accepted. 

Armed with an arsenal of hudi- 
crous “policies,” Bonanno and 
Bichibaum set to globe-trotting, 

ing to be busted by their hosts. 
They told an international trade con- 
ference in Salzburg, Austria that 
democratic countries could raise rev- 
enue by auctioning off votes to the 
highest bidder. They introduced a 
textile conference in Tampere, 


that would allow bosses to adminis- 
ter remote-control shocks to employ- 
ees. They went on CNBC and 
endorsed the idea of “justice vouch- 
ers” that would enable countries to 
purchase impunity for human rights 
abuses. 

And, much to their surprise, the 
audiences for these ideas barely 
raised an eyebrow. It was only when 
Bonanno and BichIbaum made a 
presentation to students at the State 
University of New York that they 
provoked a negative reaction when 
they announced a cc sllaboration 
between the WTO and McDonald’s 
to alleviate world hunger by recy- 
cling human waste into fast food, 
thus “extending the lifespan of a typ- 
ical hamburger up to 10 times.” 
Finally, angry questions, boos, and 
projectiles ensued. 

Fortunately for those of us unable 
to attend these conferences, the Yes 
Men, as Bonanno and Bichlbaum 
have dubbed themselves, are now 
the subject of a documentary by 
Sarah Price and Chris Smith, the 
makers of American Movie, and Dan 
Olman, which shows at the Metro 
Cinema this weekend. Their website, 
theyesmen.org, also contains 
detailed accounts, photos, and video 
of their various hijinks, including 
their recent voyage around the US 
posing as Bush supporters in an 
increasingly nightmarish campaign 
vehicle. 

Andy BichIbaum has relocated 
from the US to Paris. He was kind 
enough to take time out from prank- 
ing the rich and powerful to answer 
a few questions via e-mail. 


From your own accounts of the 
hijinks the Yes Men get up to, 
they’re remarkably easy to perpe- 
trate. Is it easy as it sounds? 

It is that easy, and it’s as easy as it is 
because the target is easy. Not so 
much the individuals—they may be 
easy too, for all we know—but their 
ideology: much, much easier than 
any pie we've ever baked. So adopt- 
ing it takes about 10 seconds and a 
barf bag, Here, you try. Repeat after 
ich do what they want, 
and things will work out fantastic 
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with this in a big way, with Blair's 
“Third Way,” Clinton's 
“Triangulation,” etc. So now there's 
no left, there’s only one economic 
vision for the mainstream parties, 
and people are resorting to some 
truly nasty forms of politics: Haider, 
Le Pen, Bush (his form of 
Republican is no longer really 
Republican), and—according to 
some—terrorism in its new incarna- 
tion. 


It seems like humour is surpassing 
serious political discourse as the 
vehicle for challenging the status 
quo and dragging global trade and 
social justice issues into the public 
forum. 

Serious political discourse went 
down the tubes when Clinton, his 
advisors, and all the other 
Democrats decided that we all 
agreed that the market needed to be 
unrestrained to the max. That's why 
we ended up with Bush. All we're 
doing—like a lot of other people 
who have turned to film etc. to con- 
vey important messages—is using 
all means at our disposal to squeeze 
some information into tight places. 


Pulling pranks like these must take 
nerves of steel. What's the toughest 
part of enacting these hoaxes? Are 
they easier to pull because you 
hope to get busted? 

Not nerves of steel. There’s really no 
risk. As you say, we hope to get 
busted. So if we don’t, we suck, but 
we don’t end up maimed or any- 
thing. What takes nerves of steel is 
becoming a politician with a mes- 
sage these days. 


On your website you invite people 
to share their stories of “identity 
correction.” (Identity correction is 
defined on the Yes Men website as 
lonest people impersonat(ing) 
big-time criminals in order to pub- 
licly humiliate them. Targets are 
leaders and big corporations who 
put profits ahead of everything 
else.”) Heard any good ones lately? 
Some Danes drove around the coun- 
try calling themselves “Danes for 
Bush,” and gave awards to people 
like G. Gordon Liddy. Some people 
meet- 


attended an Exxon-sponsored - 
ing and rose serially to ask difficult 
ions, thank the Bush regime for 
ir assistance, etc. e 


The incident with Dow Ethics and 
Bhopal had some unintended con- 
sequences. (News reached Bhopal 
that Dow was finally going to 
accept responsibility and make 
reparations, as announced by 
Bichlbaum posing as a Dow 
spokesperson on BBC Television, 
long before actual Dow spokespeo- 
ple could refute the claim. The Yes 
Men were subsequently criticized 
for their insensitivity to the victims 
of Bhopal.) Has that experience 
affected your subsequent work? 
No. We had a couple of sleepless 
nights, but then we realized it had 
really worked after all, based on the 
hundreds of articles about Bhopal 
that got into the US press that 
wouldn’t have. We recently spoke 
with an activist who had been in 
Bhopal at the time, and she said they 
came to the same conclusion there. 


What have the Yes Men been up to 
lately? 
Not telling. 


What has moving to Europe con- 
tributed to your perspective on the 
U.S. administration and its relation- 
ship with the world? 

In the US we tended to be focused 
entirely on the horrors of a criminal 
regime and its actions, and to forget 
that America’s influence on the 
world has been excruciatingly bad 
before. For example, the IMF and the 
WTO: thanks, America. Go back fur- 
ther and you get McKinley and the 
Philippine War, almost as blatantly 
criminal as the Iraq one. It’s good we 
landed in [places like] Normandy 
from time to time, or our

ATALE OF TWO SISTERS PROVES AGAIN 
that the scariest horror movies come 
from old, uncensored folktales, and 
the scariest of those come from Asia. 
This one comes from Korea, joining 
the sizable canon of modem ghost 
stories the likes of The Ring, Ju-On, 
and on and on and on. 

But this one could’ve been writ- 
ten by a psychoanalyst, exposing, 
scary themes like grief, guilt, repro- 
ductive anxiety, and female compe- 
tition, but for those seeking a good 
BOO! moment, don’t fear—there are 
plenty filthy-haired ghost girls in 
nightdresses to keep you happy 
Thankfully, however, it has more in 
common with Rosemary's Baby than 
the effects-laden Japanese films, 
much to the relief of this non-afi- 
cionado. 

The scenario opens ina psychi- 
atric institution where Su Mi (Im 
Soo-jung), a young patient, is ques- 
tioned by the doctor. “What hap- 
pened that day?” he asks her. She 
doesn’t answer onscreen, so we can 
only surmise that she is well enough 


to be discharged, along with her 
younger sister Su Yeon (Moon 
Geun-young), who are brought 
home by their father to their country 
home. 

Naturally, something seems not 
quite right. To begin with, they are 
greeted by their hyper-eager step- 
mother, Eun-Joo (Yeom Jeong-a). 
Clinging to each other, they are 
repulsed by this much-younger wife 
of their passive, gray-haired father 
(Kim Kab-su), who drifts through 
this movie like a shadow. 

The house itself is gloomy ina 
House of Usher kind of way, which 
is appropriate since strange things 
start to happen as soon as the girls 
appear—strange noises, hallucina- 
tions and terrifying nightmares that 
suggest that something is up with 
the ladies of the house. There's that 
ghost with the long hair, bleeding 
between the legs and appearing in 
their peripheral vision; the oozing, 
uterine closet; and scary visions 
appearing in the form of a bloody 
sack. 

Got it? 

Meanwhile, in the non-supernat- 
ural goings-on in the household, Su 
Mi and her stepmother are having 
the battle of wills to end all, a typical 
reaction to stepparents gone hay- 
wire. Su Mi drags out old clothing 
and photographs of her mother, 
scratching out images of Eun-Joo 


Unlimited local calling, text messaging 
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when she finds them and basically 
being a difficult, sullen teenager. 
Dialogue like “Why did you touch 
my stuff?” is more typical of a~ 
movie of the week than a horror 
movie. But before things get too 
whiny, there’s also a vague sexual 
rivalry between the two women, 
like when the task of preparing 
father’s undergarments is up for 
grabs. 

And while the genre of Asian hor- 
ror is beginning to develop its own 
vocabulary, the visual impact of A 
Tale of Two Sisters stands out as par- 
ticularly beautiful. Intricate wallpa- 
per patterns in rich smoky colours, 
dark wood finishes and feverishly 
ripe floral motifs, which along with 
a classical music-based soundtrack, 


give this film more of a Gothic

In fact, the hauntings and more 
typically “horror” aspects of the 
movie are far less interesting than 
the layers upon layers of hazy recol- 
lection, part-reconstructions, and 
eventual revelations of what you 
might find in a “normal” psycholog. 

It’s that depth that keeps 
A Tale of Two Sisters from being just 
a way to scare the pants off you, a 
ploy which I find unpleasant and 
boring anyhow.

METHODICALLY, DELIBERATELY, 
patiently, the artisans behind Ong 
Bak conserve the visual power of ris- 
ing martial arts star Tony Jaa, slowly 
and dramatically uncoiling his 
breathtaking agility and 
speed...until they get antsy and 
crash through the final act ina fren- 
zy of chops, kicks, cracks, crunches, 
and smashes. Ka-boooom! 

So, you folks who are calling Jaa 
the new Jet Li... Jackie Chan... Bruce 
Lee... you're quite right. Like those 
gents, Jaa is an exquisitely acrobatic 
pugilist, a mostly interesting clob- 
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berer of bad guys, a mildly charm- 
ing avenger, and an actor of limited 
range, garnished with co-stars of 
fair-to-middling chops and with a 
story that starts thinnish and gets 
thinner. 

Limited range can be an asset in 
an action hero, of course. Why, 
when Jaa sets his jaw into its “face of 
determination” position, he’s like a 
skinnier and vastly more agile 
Terminator, but withrall the cyborg 
stuff swapped for devout Bhuddism 
and a proclivity for running away 
when it’s prudent. 

Riding on Jaa’s shoulders, Ong 
Bak works well enough when the 
craft is high and the cheese is low 
Sometimes, and especially in the 
opening frames, as Ting (Jaa) 
demonstrates his skill (and devo- 
tion) by scampering aggressively u; 
a tree, there’s a hint of something 
like artistry. At other times, just as 
young, green blade of elegance 
pokes up, a torrent of cheese washes 
over the narrative delta, depositing a 
layer of drama-retarding goo. As 
Muay Thai master Ting is about to 
leave his village in pursuit of the 
harvest-protecting but currently 
bandit-held Buddha's head, a village 
girl tears the hem of her blouse to 
pull out a coin she’s hidden ther« 
Nothing original, mind you, but nice 
enough—were the moment not dn- 
ven home with forced sentimentali- 
ty that will return risably at the cli 
max. 

Ting single-mindedly combs 
Bangkok for the head, hamper- 
helped by a fellow villager who has 
come to the big city to hone his con 
man skills. Naturally, Ting winds up 
ina fight club, in which he steadfast- 
ly refuses to employ his skills until 
absolutely provoked, and then delivers 
a single-legged asskicking appetizer 
You may not find asskicking the 
least bit appetizing, but you will, in 
that moment, admire the filmmak- 
er’s restraint and Jaa’s agility. 

The foot chase that follows shortly 
thereafter is the real showcase, with 
the wire-free Jaa executing a series 
of jaw-dropping stunts. When a coil 
of barbed wire gets in the fleeing 
Ting’s way, he jumps through it. 
not dolphin style, but sit-up style, 
toes and fingertips first. And just in 
case you missed the nuances of his 
sliding splits under the moving 
SUV, slo-mo replays help you pick 
up the action. 

After that, however, the elbows 
of-fury floodgates open. When Ting 
retums to the fight club, he’s obliged 
to defend the honour of Thai won 
anhood from a shaggy Australian 
behemoth. In the series of escalating 
battles that follows, the filmmakers 
try to impress us with scale, invest: 
ing Ting with a superhuman ability 
to resist assailants, tables, fridges, 
and the like. The action becomes 
more explosive but less comprehet 
sible. It’s the martial arts movie 
equivalent of a high-octane guita! 
solo: full points for technical ment

But what do men have? Men need help 
too. Oh boy, do they ever. 

That's the premise behind Hitch, a 
romantic comedy written and directed by 
men: Kevin Bisch and Andy Tennant 
(Sweet Home Alabama, Anna and the 
King, Ever After, Fools Rush In), respec- 
tively. Will Smith, as charming and affable 
as ever, plays Alex “Hitch” Hitchens, a 
mysterious consultant for men in the 
ways of wooing. His services are strictly 
confidential, by referral only, and his very 
existence is the stuff of urban legend. But 
here, in fictional New York City, he's real! 

In.a quick exposition, Hitch addresses 
the audience, explaining his MO. In this 
respect, Hitch is similar to Alfie, another 
movie about men and seduction and real- 
ly great shirts that springs to recent 


memory. But as Hitch tells us, this is not 
about conquest. He is there as help for 
the common man in courting the lady of 
his desires, with the ultimate aim of a 
long-term relationship and—yes! 
Marriage. A little-known secret, we are led 
to believe, is that men actually /ike being 
married, and many love their wives. 
Hitch’s job is to get these lovesick fools 
noticed by these fabulous women, who, 
like all fictional New Yorkers, are sleek, 
shark-like and elusive. The backstory: 
once-dorky Hitch learned every last les- 
son himself, then had his heart broken 
once, by a college sweetheart named 
Cressida (as if that wasn’t a good enough 
hint) 

There are no hopeless cases where the 
heart is strong and true. Case in point: 
Albert Brennaman, a chubby, bespecta- 
cled accounting nerd who is smitten by 
beautiful millionaire Allegra Cole (‘90s 
supermodel Amber Valletta). Hitch takes 
on this seemingly impossible case as a 
major project; Michelangelo to the Sistine 
Chapel, he says. 

Enter Sara Melas (Eva Mendes), a 
jaded gossip columnist who is charmed 
by Hitch at the local bar after a tough day 
at work. With no makeup, glasses, and an 
\'m-a-journalist messy updo, her “real- 
ness” appeals to Hitch, who is more used

Unfortunately, in order to get my hor- 
ror fix, | repeatedly find myself re-watch- 
ing the classics: Texas Chainsaw 
Massacre, The Exorcist, The Shining, A 
Nightmare on Elm Street, Halloween, etc. 
Don't get me wrong, there've been a few 
recent horror movies that | was more 
than happy to add to my collection: Final 
Destination 2, Cabin Fever, 28 Days Later, 
Catwoman (so bad it’s scary!), but suffice 
to say, | haven't seen a really good new 
horror movie in a very long time. Sure, 
there was the half-good Dawn of the 
Dead remake (but it pales in comparison 
to the original) and SAW (but that’s more 


of a psychological thriller than a horror 
movie) and the recent Hollywood 
remakes of excellent Japanese horror 
movies (Ringu and Ju-On) which have 
both been enormously popular, but in my 
opinion, neither The Ring or The Grudge 
are anywhere near as good as their Asian 
counterparts. In fact, | would say in com- 
parison, they're both pretty lame. 

But in order to cash in on the current 
horror movie trend (not to be confused 
with the comic book movie trend—repeat 
after me: | am not a marketing target 
audience!) Hollywood is pumping out 
horror movies faster than you can say 
Bride of Re-Animator. Just take a look at 
the garbage currently in the theatres: 
Alone in the Dark, White Noise, Hide and 
Seek—all three of them complete wastes 
of time and money. 

You may now add a fourth one to the 
list: 

Boogeyman is the story of Tim Jensen 
(Barry Watson, actor from the T.V teen- 
soap opera 7th Heaven) who, at the age 
of eight, witnesses his father being 
sucked into his bedroom closet and mur- 
dered by an unseen monster. Fifteen 
years later, when Tim's mother (Lucy 
Lawless from T.V's Xena fame) suddenly 
dies, he retumns to his quiet hometown for

the funeral. In order to deal with his grief 
Tim is instructed by his psychologist to 
spend a night in his old house as a way of 
dealing with his past, and, well, you can 
pretty much guess what happens from 
there. 

Incredibly similar in storyline to 2003's 
ultra-crappy Darkness Falls, Boogeyman 
is a terribly written, dreadfully boring, and 
visually impotent waste of time. As horror 
movies go, this film fails on every single 
level. It's never truly scary (relying on ye 
olde “flash a scary image and blast an 
annoying sound effect every five minutes 
to try and make you jump” tactic) and it 
moves along at a snail's pace. There’s no 
blood, no gore, no inventive deaths, no 
kick-ass villain, no nothing.

ANNE HATHAWAY IS A FOOTNOTE IN 
history, by virtue of being William 
Shakespeare's wife: Little is known 
about her save that he was 18 and 
she 26 and pregnant when they wed; 
she bore him three children and 
lived in Stratford on Avon while he 
lived in London; and that upon his 
death he bequeathed her his “second 
best bed with the furniture.” 

These sparse details serve as the 
diving board for Vern Thiessen’s 
new play Shakespeare's Will, which is 
now running in the Citadel's Rice 
Theatre. The piece, which features 
Jan Alexandra Smith as Anne 
Hathaway, and is directed by Geoff 
Brumlik, is not so much a study of 
the Bard’s spouse as it is an intimate 
portrait of a woman left alone, a 
woman who, despite abandonment, 
struggles to keep faith in her hus- 
band and the private-vow they 
made on their wedding night, to live 
their own lives, to treat each other 
well but to allow for separate 
desires, have secrets and protect 
what they hold dear. This vow 
echoes like an eerie refrain through a 
piece that examines the deepest inti- 
macies of marriage while question- 
ing the rules and tions that 
govern it. Thiessen also questions 
the true nature of love and the vari- 
ous ways in which it can be 
























mysteriously lit columns serve as 
lanterns, boxes, baskets, and bee- 
hives; simple furniture creates a 
multitude of worlds. The lines and 
angles of the set are sharp and spare, 
providing a strong background toa 
script wherein ideas, scenes, and 
words flow like water 

Thiessen’s language plays upon 
the ear like loosely composed poetry 
with key phrases and ideas repeat- 
ing like eerie refrains. In setting the 
play just after her husband's funeral, 
Thiessen is able to mine a wealth of 
contrasting emotional states in the 
character. These lightening fast 
changes, however, do tend to settle 
into a rhythm and, over the course of 
the play’s 100 minutes, become 
expected, which robs the final reve- 
latory moments of some impact 

What is more effective is 
Thiessen’s unsentimental yet sensi- 
tive treatment of the subject mat- 
ter—love. Shakespeare's Will is reflec- 
tive in tone, a rumination and ode to 
love's harshness rather than an 
observation. It is also an eloquent 
evocation of Shakespeare's world

FLAWLESS, FORMIDABLE

with its portraits of country fairs, 
plagues, childbirth and the passing 
of seasons. It is an effective script 
but would benefit from more honing 
and smoothing of the emotional 
transitions 
For this premiere run, 

Shakespeare's Will is performed by 
Jan Alexandra Smith. Smith is an 
actor possessed of flawless tech 
nique and formidable emotional 
intuitiveness. Moving about the set 
with grace and elegance, Smith 
plays the loose structure of 
Thiessen’s script deftly, translating 
his poetic, watery structure into 
emotional waves and tides. She also 
reaches the centre of a woman who 
is deeply vulnerable beneath the 
hardy, lusty 16th Century exterior 
Smith's technique makes the struc 
tural trickiness of the script work— 
in the hands of a lesser performer, 
Shakespeare's Will would not be as 
effective a drama. However, the 
marriage of this text and performer 
make for an elegant evening of the 
atre that quietly dazzles.

AT FIRST GLANCE, JONATHAN 
Christenson seems like an unortho- 
dox directorial choice for the Studio 
Theatre production of Sophocles’ 
Electra 

This is, after all, the artistic direc- 
tor of the cutting-edge Catalyst 
Theatre, a company boasting an 
international reputation for alterna- 
tive and over-the-top postmodern 
fare including The Abundance Trilogy, 
The House of Pootsie Plunket and The 
Blue Orphan. 

Yet while these contemporary pro- 
ductions push the theatrical envelope, 
they also all rely on deeply archetypi- 
cal structures, age-old story construc- 
tions, and a heightened dramatic sen- 
sibility that all date back to Greek 
drama. 

‘Any stories that have endured for 
thousands of years tell us about 
where we come from, who we are, 
and the big profound forces that 
shape us in our lives,” he says. 

“One of things I like about the 
Greeks is that their characters are 
huge and face huge fundamental 
dilemmas that can seem much larger 
than everyday life, but by taking them 
to such extremes they can foreshadow 
concerns we face in everyday life. 

“Archetypical stories and charac- 
ters get under our skin. We really con- 
nect with the hero, antihero and the 
hero's journey, partially because these 
are the very first stories we were told 
as children.” 


ALL GREEK? NO SWEAT 
For Christenson, Sophocles’ great 
drama boasts approachable and well- 
rounded characters enmeshed in 
heightened dramatic circumstances, 
and a chorus that has an almost 


“yaudevillian sensibility’—all theatri- 
cal traits that appeal to the multi-tal- 
ented artist who is composing original 
music for the chorus’ musical rejoin- 
ders. 

Sophocles: Electra—written 
between 239 and 409 B.C.E._tells the 
story of the much put-upon daughter 
of Clytemnestra and King 
Agamemnon, head of the cursed 
House of Atreus and the leader of the 
Greek forces that besieged Troy 

Shortly after Agamemnon retums 
from the Trojan War, Clytemnestra 
and her boyfriend Aegisthus brutally 
murder the king. This crime obsesses 
Electra who thinks and talks about 
nothing but revenge, a goal that 
comes to fruition when her brother 
Orestes fakes his death and returns 
from exile. 

Orestes then kills his mother and 
her lover and in the process lifts the 
blood curse and cycle of murder and 
cannibalism that had dogged their 
family since their great-grandfather 
Pelops murdered the vengeful 
Myrtilus. 

Comparing Sophocles’ work to the 
history plays of Shakespeare, 
Christenson believes that the great 
Greek playwright was raising some 
serious questions about his era and 
its historical tradition, which 
empowered the Edmonton-based 
director to “help the play stand on its 
own” by trimming a fistful of refer- 
ences to more obscure Greek myths. 

“1 have no desire to make people 
feel stupid,” he says, noting that the 
play still has myriad dramatic and 
emotional layers to explore even 
when one’s missing a few mythical 
touchstones ‘ 


NO HEROISM IN MATRICIDE 

It also helps that in Sophocles’ 
take on Electra (the myth was also 
staged by fellow Greek dramatists 
Aeschylus and Euripides) the gods 
don’t play active roles in the drama. 

“Apollo has a big role in the 

work, but it’s more about what peo- 
ple need from him. Orestes prays to 
Apollo when he doesn’t know what 
to do, much in the same way people 
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today pray for guidance and help, 
even people-who don't really 
believe.” 

For Christenson, the gods in 
much Greek drama are arbitrary 
forces who “do what they want,” 
forces of chaos and randomness that 
are “really easy to digest” as 
metaphor if properly framed by a 
contemporary production. 

Underlining that everybody in 
the production is walking a fine lin 
between myth and truth, Mark 
Jenkins (Orestes), says it’s actually 
dangerous to play the troubled son 
of Agamemnon in an archetypal 
fashion. 

“There's nothing heroic in killing 
your mother, so you have to play 
him as a reluctant hero who's 
working out of sense of duty and is 
likely not fully aware of his action’s 
aftermath.” 

Clarice Eckford, the actor who 
plays Electra, she says she had no 
choice but to create a deeply divided 
character: a regular woman with 
regular desires who finds herself in 
extraordinary circumstances not of 
her own making. 

“In the end she’s about little heart 
felt things and that wail, the keen ot 
‘bring back my brother.’”

WHAT THEATRE COMPANY IS STILL SHAKING 
the New York glitter from its eyes as it 
prepares to visit St. Albert's Arden 
Theatre? Green Thumb Theatre brings its 
acclaimed production The Shape of a Girl. 
inspired by the Reena Virk case, this solo 
play centres on Braidie; a teen who looks 
back on the treatment of another unpopu- 
lar girl by her classmates. Written by 
Joan McLeod, and performed by Jennifer 
Paterson, the production just played 
Broadway where it was lauded by no less 
a publication than The New York Times 
says Daniel J. Dolan, Green Thumb’s 
Touring director “We played the New 
Victory Theatre as part of their new youth 
programming series.” Reviewer Jason 
Zinoman wrote “Jennifer Paterson is bril- 
jiant in the role, winning our sympathies 
and communicating with painstaking 
articulation the weakness of being unable 
to stop something that you know is 
wrong.” 
High praise indeed, but hardly news to 
avid theatregoers across Canada. This is 
the seventh tour of the production. 
“When we first mounted it, we played the 
big theatres, but we had so much interest 
from schools. However the set was too 
complex and the play too long. In rework- 
ing the show, it became shorter and we 
designed a different set which evokes a 
beach.” 

The Shape of a Girl was created in 
2001 but Dolan says it’s still a popular 
piece for teens and adults alike. “It’s still 
relevant. Educators like it because of the 
way it addresses the issues of girl group 
dynamics. I’m biased of course, but the 
play doesn't preach or condescend. The 
issue is brought to them and it asks to 
make some tough decisions. Never does 
it say ‘Stop bullying, be a good girl. It's 
not just for teens, it’s for anyone who has 
teens or knows one.”

The basic concept of the work is as 
sound as it is ambitious, and does su 
ceed in the broad strokes in deconstruct 
ing the whole idea of erotica/textual 
pornography (though the play does do a 
crappy job of defining the idea of eroti- 
ca), how the genders see the erotic, and 
the gender gap in the success and failure 
of men and women in negotiating sexual 
fantasies. 

Where the play falters is in the details 
and the fine intellectual stitching of the 
text.

EDMONTON SEEMS TO BE IN THE MIDST OF A 
Tremblay tempest of sorts. Until Sunday, 
theatergoers took in Hosanna at Theatre 
Network. Over in Old Strathcona, the part- 
time thespians at that venerable bastion of 
community theatre—Walterdale 
Playhouse—have dusted off Tremblay’s 
1965 peek into the tumultuously ordinary 
lives of 15 Montreal women—Les Belles 
Soeurs. 

The premise is a simple one—Germaine 
Lauzon, mother and housewife, has won a 
whopping one million stamps in an annual 
contest. The stamps, redeemable for (in 
contest parlance) fabulous prizes, roust be 
pasted into little books before they can be 
used. The gleeful Germaine enlists her two 
sisters, eight neighbours and the grudging 
company of her daughter and her two

friends. Needless to say, it's a potent brew 
as the women and girls bitch at each other 
and indulge in character assassination while 
conforming to the dictates of an unseen yet 
all too pervasive Church—the true political 
power in Quebec at the time. Crucifixes and 
Virgins abound onstage at Walterdale, 

At the time of its premiere, Les Belles 
Soeurs scorched the ears of polite theatre- 
going Francophones with its use of joual, a 
working-class patoisand by taking up the 
cause of working class women—second- 
class citizens condemned to a life of confor- 
mity, large families, young marriages, being 
trapped inside the house, looking for any 
kind of escape. Structurally, Tremblay, in 
addition to dialogue utilizes flashback, 
solliliquey and spoken-word choral fugues 
to enter the subconscious flashes and inti- 
mate thoughts of the women on-stage. It's 
a spiraling and intricate script. 

in Wendi Pope's production, the cast 
sinks its teeth into the subject matter with 
great gusto. The roles are played with great 
conviction. What's missing in the evening is

“OF ALL THE ISSUES OF YOUTH, THE MOST 
recurring concer for young people from all 
over the world is they aren't being heard. No 
one listens,” says Sharlene Thomas of 
Movements: Afro-Caribbean Dance 
Ensemble. 

For Thomas, this is why dance can be such 
a powerful vehicle for youth to embrace for 
social change. “You don't have to listen to 
understand the story the body is telling. You 
can be deaf and still enjoy dance. The rhyth- 
tical motion allows for the social con- 
sciousness to be opened. Dance is a very 
powerful commodity.” 


“The actual idea comes from my uncle, 
the world-renown scientist Dr. Paul 
Williams (a professor at the University of 
Wisconsin at Madison) who developed a 
relative of broccoli called ‘the fast plant’ 
because it goes from seed to seed in 30 
days. “| remember his basement was 
packed with tiny broccoli plants covered 
with munching caterpillars,” says the 
Vancouver-based writer. 

“He developed his work on broccoli as 
well as the cabbage white butterfly into a 
school curriculum whictris in hundreds 
and hundreds of classrooms all across the 
world. He was a huge influence in my child- 
hood and underlined to me that science 
can be just as creative and magical as the 
arts,” she says, noting she spent much of 
her childhood outdoors in the Okanogan 
with a magnifying glass looking for insects. 

“This project was seeing how | could get 
his ideas to the stage,” she says. 

“My uncle has subsequently seen the 
play and loves it. At this point he wants it to 
be a big hit in the United States and | have a 
company interested in making a DVD of the 
play that would go alongside my uncle's 
classroom projects.” 

Broccoli and Butterflies is the story of 
three sibling butterflies who are going from 
a squabbling childhood to a peaceful co-

WELCOME TO THE JUNGLE 

My next meal was the jungle 
curry with chicken ($8). Now, the 
Wok Box ain't called the Wok Box 
for nuthin’. Part of their shtick is to 
serve your food in those distinctive 
little Chinese take-out cartons you 
always see people eating out of in 
the movies. The one I ordered was 
busting with thick noodles, all the 
veggies mentioned above, similarly 
tender chicken chunks and a curry 
sauce which, to be honest, was not as 
“rich and creamy” as I'd been given 
to expect by the menu board. This 
did not make it any less edible. I 
think I liked it more than the kung 
pao chicken, in fact. 

The key to enjoying a Wok Box 
meal is to keep the food moving 
inside the carton. If you just eat your 
way down to the bottom without 
stirring things up, you'll arrive ina 
marshy swamp of sauce halfway 
through the meal. What you need to 
do is churn all the crunchy veggies 
and supple noodles through the 
sauce as you eat to try to sop some of 
it up. 

So there's variety and generosity 
and freshness and flavour and, oh 
yeah, the counter staff are quite 
friendly and helpful, as though ush- 
ering you gently into the world of 
pan-Asian food. And with the vari- 
ety available, if you don’t hit upon 
your favourite dish the first time, 
you can travel to a different region of 
the menu. Or you can do what | do: 
blame celery.
